Captain Polack said he was in Hobo- 
ken, N. J., when he received the order 
and that he telegraphed his chief en- 
gineer here.to disable the engines. The 
work of destruction was done on Jan. 
31 and Feb. 1, he said. 

When asked by counsel for the peti- 
tioners to give the name of the person 
from whom the order was_ received, 
Capt. Polack said: 

“Your Honor, I am an officer of the 
German Navy, and if 1 should have tu 
disclose the name of this gentleman in 
this hearing, I might be tried for. trea- 
son when I went home to Germany. I! 
wish you would not oblige me to answer 
that question.’ 

The question was not pressed, and 
Judge Morton devided that it would not 
be necessary for the captain to answer 
it at this time. 

Capt. Polack said he met the embassy 
representative in January at the North 
German Lloyd offices in Hoboken. The 
—rders to disable the ship were given ax 
that time in the presence of Capt. Mol- 
ler, superintendent of the company’s 
lines in this country, he testified. Capt. 
Polack was preparing to visit Hot 
Springs, Va., at the time, but changed 
his plans and returned to this city. 

Continuing his testimony, the captain 
declared that the embassy official saié 
to him: 

“The relations between the two coun- 
tries are being severed and the con- 
dition is very serious.’’ 

The witness testified that he inquired 
whether the machinery was to be dis- 
abled tmmediately and that he received 
an affirmative answer. Captain Moller, 
he said, did not participate in this part 
of the conversation. 

Before adjournment for the lunch- 
eon recess, Judge-Morton stated that 
if the point were pressed he would 
find that the owners had acqulesced 
in the damage to the vessel and would 
hold them in contempt. 

Capt. Polack’s Detailed Story. 

Describing in detail his actions, 
Capt. Polack said: “Some time ago 
about the time when the Sussex case 
was up and when § <difficulties had 
arisen between Germany and America, 
| was asked to go to New York. It 
was an invitation from the company’s 
office. I was told that I was to meet 
a gentleman who wanted to speak 
to me. 

“Tl knew the gentleman. He told 
me that since the dificulties had 
arisen here he thought it was about 
time that I should destroy the secret 
code of the vessel, her charts and 
plans and secret books, in order that 
in case anything developed, they 
should not fall into hostile hands 
and that the ship could not be 
used for any length of time if they 
should. be needed by any hostile 
power. 

‘When I returned from New York I 
spoke to my chief officer and my chief 
engineer and told what I had iearned. 
I told my chief engineer I would leave 
it entirely to him to do what he thought 
necessary to do to disable the engines 
of the ship. I told my chief officerr 
that when I was not on board and he 
received a telegram from me, the time 
had come for the order to be executed.” 
Asked if he had told the representa- 
tive of the Germa nGovernment that 
the vessel had been libeled and was now 
in possession of the United States Court, 
the witness replied that this had not 
occurred to him. 

No notice had been given to the Ger. 
man embassy so far as he knew, satd 
the captain, that the shi had bpen 
seied by orders of the Couzrt. 

Had Second Interview. 
On Janluary 31, the witness continued, 
he again visited New York and had 
another interview with the parties from 
whom he was taking instructions. After 
the interview he sent this telegram to 
his chief officer, Sigmund Bierans, at 
Boston. 
“Tell Patterson everything 0. k."’ 
Asked who “Patterson” was, he said 
‘nobody.’’. The telegram was understood 
because it had been agreed that upon 
its receipt the engines were to be dis- 
abled. 

Capt. Polack said he left immediately 
for Boston and on reaching his ship 
met his chief officer and chief engineer, 
and went to the engine room where he 
saw men at work disabling the engines. 

“The chief engineer reporte tahat he 
was warking at the disabling of the 
engines,” said the witness. “I believe 
he was finished by midday of Feb.1."’

HALIFAX, N. &. Feb. 17.—The task

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—A debate on 
the administration bill to curtail activ- 
ity of foreign, agents, developed many 
references to the situation with Ger- 


many, in the Senate yesterday, and drew 
from Senator Stone of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, a bitter denunciation 

of newspapers which circulate false 
statements in order to create a senti- 
ment of war. 

“There is no shadow of doubt in the 
mind of any fair thinking man,’’ said 
Senator Stone, “that there is a cabal 
of great newspapers in this country 
seeking to create sentiment and coerce 
the Government of the United States 
into an attitude of hostility with one of 
the belligerent Powers. I believe anyone 
who makes such false statements is a 
public enemy, and that he should be 
punished.”’ 

What the Section Provides. 

The Foreign Relations Chairman made 
this statement in discussing a section of 
the bill which would mzke it a crime 
willfully or knowingly, under oath, to 
make an untrue statement intended to 
influence the measures or conduct of a 
foreign governmc ' in relation to any 
dispute or controversy with the United 
States. He argued that ‘the same pun- 
ishment should apply to any person, in- 
cluding editors or publishers, who know- 
ingly or willfully madesuch statements, 
not under oath. 

Senator Cummins objected vigorously 
to the section which would authorize 
the President to use the army and navy 
to seize or detain munitions of war or 
ships carrying them, where they are de- 
signed to be used to violate American 
neutrality. He proposed to amend the 
provisions so that the armed forces 


|could_ not be used “‘at.a time or ina

Senator Cummins finally withdrew his 
amendment in order to perfect it.

DANGER ZONE 


Outlines, Area “Rendered Dan-F; 
gerous by . Operations 
Against the Enemy." 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—The State 
Department received yesterday a copy 
of a notice from the British Admiralty 
‘proclaiming a dangerous area in the 
North Sea because of operations against 
‘Germany. The notice is dated Feb. 13.

TESTING “DRY” SINCERITY. 

Senator James A. Reed evidently is determined 
that the people of the bone-dry prohibition states 
shal] enjoy the full benefits of protection. He 
has added to the amendment|of the postal bill 
forbidding the use of the mails to newspapers and 
other publications, letters or’ cards containing 
liquor advertisements in prohibition states, an 
‘amendment making it a crime \to import liquor 
into states -which forbid the manufac ture and 
sale of liquor. 

It is significant of the hypoc risy of much of the 
prohibition movement that drys, in the Senate 
opposed the Reed amendment. It would cut off 
all importation of liquor or its gale for use in 
prohibition ‘ states. | 

Both amendments are rot, from the standpoint 
of democracy and of sane, just legislation. Both 
represent tyrannous abuse of the legislative 
power. But the Reed amendment is logical, 
whereas the Kenyon amendment goes far out of 
the way to control the conduct of persons outside 
of prohibition states. It forbids the circulation 
in prohibition states of newspapers| and other 
published matter containing liquor advertisements 
originating out of prohibition states. | It penal- 


| izes persons who are not under the jurisdiction 


of prohibition states. Senator Keed’s amendment 
goes to the core of the matter by forbidding any- 
one in a prohibition state to import liquor for use 
as a beverage. \ 

The amendment is a test of the sincerity of the 
prohibitionists. If it becomes law it will be a 
test of bone-dry prohibition.

ST. LOUIS ASLEEP AGAIN. 

Why are St. Louisans so lethargic towards the 
annexation enabling act which is pending in Jef- 
ferson City?

That Italy, with her ports open, is taking drastic 
measures for conserving food supply and France 
and even the mistress of the-seas are not neglect- 
ing precautions dn the same direction is not the 
strongest corroboration of these’accounts. Sweden 
is regulating all consumption except that of maize 
products and Holland some time ago adopted the 
same policy. If Suropean neutrals, to which great 
shiploads of supplies still come occasionally, feel 
the pinch, what must be the need in the locked-up 
central Powers? 

These recent accounts recall descriptions of the 
South in the third year of the Civil War, when 
scarcity, not yet universal or desperate, was ex- 
erting an effect on civilians, soon to be felt in 
ways influencing military efficiency. 

These reports explain the desperate measures 
of the German Government, beset by a hungry 
people and relentless enemies. On the other hand, 
they arouse sympathy for the German people, 
who fave been brought to this pass largely by 
the overleaping ambitions of the ruling classes. 
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The British have captured a licorice. factory 
near Kut-El-Amara to which the Turks: had 
clung for several days.

good reason why some of the most 
beautiful furniture of the future should 
not also be made of this same wood. 
The disfavor into which walnut fell in 
the nineteenth century was through no 
fault of its own, but through its misuse 
by designers who seemed bent on “con- 
triving intricate hideosity,” and who 
succeeded so well in their purpose that 
their workmanship was ugly beyond 
words. 


These facts are set forth In an inter- 
esting article in the Countryside, in 
which the writers—for there are two of 
them—give an account of the making of 
walnut furniture from its beginning 
the sixteenth century, and speak enthu- 
siastically of the present revival of this 
kind of furniture to popular favor. One 
rarely hears it said nowadays, the arti- 
cle states, of a fine old piece of furni- 
ture, “Too bad, #t’s only walnut,” in a 
deprecating tone, as if to imply sume 
measure of regrettable inferiority. 
When walnut first came into use it 
supplanted oak as the principal cabinet 
wood. Furniture makers found :t less 
lirely to chip than oak. and its fine 
grain made it especially suitable for 
the kind of carving and turning. waich 
was popular at that time. Walnut came 
to be used so extensively in Europe for 
chairs, settees, stools, tables, ‘cabinets 
and similar articles of wall furniture 
that it was only natural that the early 
American colonists should have turned 
to walnut for the furnishing of their 
new homes, particularly as they found 
an ample supply of black walnut ready 
for their use. ° 
Furniture made in New England in 
those days resembled that made in the 
mother country, though it was not a!- 
ways as elaborate in design. To this 
period belong the banister-back. chairs 
of Masschusetts and Connecticut, and 
pieces of the William and Mary type 
made in and near Philadelphia. Singu- 
lar beauty of contour characterized this 
early American furniture, nor was there 
any sacrifice of beauty when this earlier 
type made way for furniture in the 
Queen Anne mode, which may still be 
found in: Pennsylvania and New Jersey 
in the form of fiddle-back chairs, drop- 
leaf tables with cabriole legs and shaped 
aprons, and cabriole-legged lowboys and 
highboys. 

This walnut furniture seemed espe- 
cially suited for the interiors it had to 
adorn. In contour and color it was ad- 
mirably adapted to the environment in 
which it was most often placed. In 
view of this it seems strange that wal- 
nut should afterwards have gone out 
of fashion, but, as has been already in- 
dicated, this was largely due to its mis- 
use.

The Federal Trade Commission prob.

_ The manufacturers’ plan was presented 
yesterday just as the commission was 
about ready to report after an extensive 
investigation “that the paper shortage 
was largely artificial, that prices were 

ortionate and that free competition 
hati ceased to exist.’’ 

Victory for Publishers. 

The action of the manufacturers gives 
a signal victory to American newspaper 
publishers, who, in the face of advanc- 
ing paper prices, have seen nothing 
ahead but ruin for many of their num- 
ber. Ifthe proposal is accepted, offi- 
cials say, it will mark an expansion of 
the functions of the Government, which, 
in arbitrating the differences between 
two industries, opens up a wide field 
of possibilities for the future. 

Although nothing has been said con- 
cerning the continuance of grand jury 
proceedings in New York, it is well 

understood the manufacturers’ move was

ORNELIUS MURPHY and Patrick 
Brannon, privates of the Forty- 
ninth Infantry, 

army, left the service the same day. 
Murphy, however, according to the bul- 
letin, was honorably discharged, while 
Brannon, poor chap, according to the 
same authority, went out in the regula- 
tion pine box, reeking with antiseptics. 
The bulletin hazarded no opinion as to 
the. honor or the dishonor of it, yet 
every mother’s son in the regiment knew 
which it was, and the expression was 
very general that Brannon was lucky 
to get off with nothing worse than the 
typhoid—and death. 

This sentiment was freely expressed 
by the escort squad when it was return- 
ing from Brannon’s burial.
